which they are the moze incouraged both becauſe there 
is not now any ſuch compulſary meanes fo: recovery 
of themby any Eccleſtaſticall p:oceedings, as hereto- 
foze hath b*en 3 and alfo fo? that by reaion of the pze- 
ſent troubles there cannot be had ſpeedy remedy foz 
them in the temporall Courts, although they rematig

> comprized within the Ordinance of the eight of 
November, 1644+ Entitnled, An Ordinance of the Lords and 
Commons aſlembled in Parliament for the true payment of 
Tithes, and other ſuch Duties according tothe Laws and Cuſtome 
of rhe K.alme, ſoas to recover their Tithes and other Duties 
by vertue.thereof,aud in what manner Juſtices of Peace ought 
to proceed uponthe ſame.

Rates for Tithes, Rents , or other Duties, to appear before 
them at their next monethly meeting, or ſoonerz and uſe 
all pcſſible expedition in the hearing and determining of 
fuch complaintsz and ſhall Iikewife have, power to award 
treble dawages to the parties complaining, and ſhall award the 
ſame according]y in all ſuch Caſes where the ſtatute allowes 
and gives the ſame toany Miniſter or other perſon whatſoe- 
ver. 


Andin caſe the ſumme or ſums of money ſo adjudged and 


awarded, {hall not be paid within the time in the ſaid Ordi- 
nance mentioned, then the ſaid Juſtices ſhall upon complaint 
to them made, ſend forth their Warrants to the Conſtables, 
Petry- Conſtables, or ſuch other fit perſons, as (hall be by the 
parties named, to whom any ſuch ſum or ſummes upon ſuch 
Judgement ſhall be due, and deſtrain all and every, or any the 


| Goods and Chattels of any perſon or perſon fo refufingz and 


to ſell and diſpoſe of the faid Goods and Chattels according 
to the ſaid Ordinance; andto 1mpoſe ſuch Fines and Penal- 
ties, not exceeding the ſum of Forty ſhillings upon the Con- 
ſtables, Petty-Conltables, and other Officers, who ſhall wilful- 


ly refuſe or be negligent in executing their warrants, as they 


1n their diicretions {hall thinke meer. 

And becauſe many appeals are brought into the Chancery 
upon former Ordinance for Tithes , rather for vexation and 
delay, then otherwiſe; Be it therefore Ordained, that no 


Appleale ſhall be received or admitted thereupon, untill the 


party appealing ſhall lay downe in mony, either with the ſaid 


Juſtices of Peace, or inthe Court of Chancery, the full value 


of the Tithes adjudged before the ſaid Juſtices, by way of ſc- 
curity, to perſecute his appeale with effe&, and to render 
double coſts and damages to the party 1njur'd or delayed by 


the appeale, in caſeno relicfe be given upon the appeale to.
